er.ii company pent lawyers here. 


The Controller reserved his decision 


and has now prepared a.n exhaustive 
review of the law touching upon such 
cases and of the- arguments submitted, 
and has decided not lo pa.y these boun- 
ties, asserting that Congress had no 
right to pass the original bounty law.

in Europe 


through thfi influence of Great Britain, 
[n the meantime the latter has acquir- 
ed Cypress and. has taken possession of 
Egypt. Bug-land has also acquired the 
commercial control of the- Suez canal, 
and evidently expects some day to have 
the territorial control. Turkey has been 
tolerated as a sort of buffer for Russia 
on her way to Constantinople.

rapidly of late. England cares loss for 
the progress of Tlussla in tho direction 
of Turkey than formerly. Tho outrages 
In Armenia 
have been the horror of 


the cIvIH/eu' world. 
Theso 
outrages 


were traced directly to the home govern- 
ment. 
They were a violation of Lho 


Berlin treaty. England has threatened 
to call together the Signatory Powers 
for tho purpose of assuming tho c*on- 
trol of Armenia through a commission. 
If this step were taken it would finally 
rciiult In the severance of Armenia from 
Turkey. The time Is ripe for such n 
movement. 
It would be justified by 


the atrocities that have been commit- 
ted In this province. 
Lord Salisbury 


has given tho Sultan .. to 
understand 


that any opposition to this course will 
bo the signal for the dismemberment 
of Turkey. 


It the Signatory 'Powers are called 


into conference the first step In that di- 
rection would probably be taken. The 
relation oE Armenia would bo radically 
changed. The Sultan has given notice 
that lie will oppose any such Interfer- 
ence. 
The mot-p opposition from that 


quarter the better the opportunity to 
notify Turkey that there can be no fur- 
ther tolerance for her In1 Europe. .Even 
if England alone were'to withdraw her 
support, it is. not believed that Turkey 
could hold her ' present position: .For 
more than forty years-the.whole drift 
of events In Europe has Indicated such 
a crisis. 'It .has been,-delayed iiot'b'o 
cause of uny. real1 sympathy for' Tur- 
key, but because .the leading powers 
could not agree.upon a plan of dismemr 
borment and subsequent division.

With the price, of labor at from 12 to 
-0 cents a day, I lie Japanese can turn 
out any manufactured article at less 
than half the cost of the same in this 
country. They establish factories on 
the American 
plan, stock them with 


cheap labor, and then defy competition. 


The Industilal crisis in this country 


has been severe enough to bring on a 
great deal of 
dlstiess.

greater might it be if these forty-live 
| million people put their cheap labor in 
competition 
with the

Now this competition has al-

Tile Hawaiian Cable, 


Th'B New York Sun has a good word 


for the proposed marine cable between 
California and Hawaii. Several years 
ago the Senate by a large majority 
passed a bili providing a largo subsidy, 
elmo»t equal to the entire cost between 
these two points. 
The House did not 


eonctir in the measure, but agreed with 
tho Senate Jn having the 
necessary 


soundings made by the Albatross and 
Thetis. 
That was the Initial proceed- 


ing, and one which has opened the way 
for all subsequent movements in that 
direction. 
Last winter Jhe Senate vot- 


ed $500.000 for the laying of a cable with 
the condition that it was to be under 
sovernment control. 


"Tho main point Just now is that this 


plan is sound on the question of the Am~ 
crican terminus, which is to be at San 
Francisco or Its neighborhood, and not 
at Vancouver or any other point in 
British Columbia. 
The Fifty-thiid 


Congress had before it a proposition, 
communicated through Mr. Cleveland, 
for renouncing certain treaty rights for 
this country, in order that the British 
government or 
a 
British 
company 


company might be able co lay a British 
wire from a British port to islands 
which we expect soon to annex to the 
United States. 
Naturally, no encour- 


agement was given by Congress 
to 


this proposal, for it has all along been 
evident that sooner or later a cable 
should bo built from our shores to the 
Hawaiian Islands." 


The Congress soon to convene will be 


much more favorable to this marine 
cable than was the last one. 
It will 


be noted that all favorable propositions 
were arrested in the House which re- 
flected the hostile views towards Ha- 
waii then entertained by the Adminis- 
tration. 
The next House will have

Kngliiiul Talks to Turkey. 


Turkey for the last quarter of a cen- 


tury 
has b«en 
tolerated 
in ISurope 


through the influence of Great Britain. 
In the meantime the- latter has acquir- 
ed Cypress and has taken possession of 
Egypt. England has also acquired the 
commercial control of the Sue-/, canal, 
and evidently expects some day to have 
the territorial control. Turkey has been 
tolerated as a sort of buffer for Russia 
on her way to Constantinople. 


The 
situation 
has been 
changing 


rapidly of late. Kngland cares lesr for 
the progress of Russia in the direction 
of Tuiltey than formerly. The outrages 
in Armenia 
have been th<- horror of 


the oi.'ili/ed world. 
These 
outrages 


were traced directly to the honif govern- 
ment. 
They were a violation of the 


Berlin treaty. England has threatened 
to call together the Signatory Powers 
for the purpose of assuming the c\m- 
trol of Armenia, through a commission. 
If this step were taken it would finally 
re >ult in the severance of Aimenla from 
Turkey. 
The time is ripe for such n 


movement. 
It would be Justified by 


the atrocities that have been commit- 
ted in this province. 
Lord Salisbury 


has given the Sultan to 
understand 


that any opposition to this course will 
be the signal for the dismemberment 
of Turkey. 


If the Signatory Powers are called 


into conference the first step in that di- 
rection would probably be taken. 
The 


I elation of Armenia would be radically 
changed. The Sultan has given notice 
that he will oppose any such Interfer- 
ence. The more opposition from that 
quarter the better the opportunity to 
notify Turkey that there can be no fur- 
ther tolerance for her In Kurope. Even 
If England alone were to withdraw her 
support, it is not believed that Turkey 
could hold her picsent position. For 
more than forty years-the.whole di tft 
ol events in Kurope has indicated such 
a crisis.. It has> been delayed not be- 
cause of nny real sympathy for Tur- 
key, but because the leading powers 
could not agree upon a plan of dismem- 
berment and subsequent divl.slon. 
It 


will not be long before there will be 
new lines drawn on the map of Europe. 


The Journal of Commerce, seconded 


by the World, has recently turned a 
v.-hite light on the Sugar Trust, which 
is predicting that half a million bags of 
foreign sugar will be imported to ruin 
the market. 


"First of all, half a million bags of 


sugar amount to only 23,000 tons, while 
the annual consumption of sugar in the 
countiy Is about 3,700,000 tons. 
What 


appreciable effect can the importation 
of 23,090 tons have upon the business of 
retineifc who sell 1,700,000 tons? 
As we 


have said, the present margin between 
raw and refined sugar is 1.06 cents per 
pound, or about $36,000,000 per annum 
on the entire consumption of the coun- 
try. 
Allowing for the business of the 


independent refiners, this means an an- 
nual margin of more than $30,000,000 to 
the trust. 
The margin is very much 


greater than is necessary and is, main- 
tained, without doubt, simply because, 
while it lets In enough foreign sugar 
to whine about 
before 
Congress, 
it 


yields a stupendous profit to the trust." 


One may get a hint from these figures 


of the rapid way in which the sugar 
men have rolled up their great fortunes. 


Those 
who remember 
the circum- 


stances will give very little credence to 
the story about a lot of treasure hidden 
somewhere near San Jose 
that was 


stolen from Blakeley, treasurer of San- 
ta Cruz county more than twenty years 
ago. That official was found one morn- 
ing bound in the safe, and several tho- 
sand dollars were mis-sing. He told the 
story that he had been assaulted by 
robbers in the night, the money taken 
and himself thrust Into tho safe. 
The 


public did not believe the story and 
they do not believe it to this day. Blake- 
ly was tried for felony several times, 
but the jury failed to convict. 
The 


bondsmen, according to our recollec- 
tion, made up the deficiency or a part 
of it at least. Only the treasurer ever 
knew what became of the money. But 
when some yenrs later another county 
treasurer told the story of his robbery, 
under almost similar circumstances, a 
jury promptly convicted him of felony, 
and he was sent to the penitentiary. 


While the Corral Hollow road did not 


come to Oakland to the disappointment 
of many, i-hen completed to Stockton 
dlft'eience between a ton of coal Ht thl.s 
a dollar a ton cheaper in this city. The 
difference between a, ton of coal to this 
point and San Francisco will only be 
nomlnnl. 
Cheap Corral Hollow coal 


will have a tendency to keep down the 
price of other coals—Coos Bay, for in- 
stancy, whiclf commands a pretty stiff 
price in the market.

tuiy ago, and from that .time tlic era 
of good bread, buscult, «ake uml pastiy 
commenced. 


Millions In "Waste Products. 


We noted some time ago a discovery 


that had been made by the coke oven 
mi.-n of Western Pennsylvania whereby 
the gas in the ovens, that had always 
been in the way of coke burning, was 
stored up and had been made a valua- 
ble product. It seems that this Improve- 
ment was first made in Birmingham, 
Ala., now one of the great manufactur- 
ing centers of the country. 
The Times 


of Philadelphia cites tho statement of 
the secretary of the Birmingham Com- 
mercial Club In refere:ic»» to one of the 
great iron companies that has Just com- 
pleted a coke oven with the new fuel 
gas-saving attachments: 


"In my Judgment there is more in the 


success of that enterprise for this dis- 
trict than perhaps in any other or all 
developments combined. It means the 
utilizing of the gas that now goes to 
wa'ste-from the coke ovens.-- If-this is 
accomplished without detracting from 
tlie'4'quality <Sf the jcoke produced, 
it 


moans that a plant can .supply fuel gas 
to-industries'in-this city at a less price; 
than is charged for natural gas in nat- 
ural gas regions. 
It means more than 


this, for that same fuel gas could be 
supplied , for- all domestic purposes", 
heating' and cooking', and free-trip city 
from smoke, soot or'smell" at figures j 
that would render it the most economi-!
